Jjondon, .July 11.— W hile the French 
stormed and occupied Hill 97, a height 
dominating the Somme southeast of 
of Hlaehes, a», well as German posi­ 
tions near Harlleux, and the Hrttiih 
made a new advance northwest of 
i ’ontaluiaison, the Germans also had 
victories to record in the recapture of 
th«* Trones woods, I.a Maisonette farm 
and the village* of Harleux. 
The retaking of the Trones woods, 
which the British captured Saturday 
night, came after a series of violent 
attacks. 
The attack that succeeded 
was the sixth In twenty four hours 
and was made with all the power of 
the German machine. 
More Prisoners Taken. 
The B r i t is h and French war offices 
each announce the capture of several 
hundred prisoners In the day's tight 
lug. 
Several guns also w e r e taken. 
Without relenting in their drive on 
tlie Somme the French opened up a 
new attack in the Champagne. 
The 
rupture of trenches over a front of 
f,(M) meters west of Mesnil was an­ 
nounced as a result. 
In the capture 
of the line of trenches near Harleux 
the French made 950 prisoners. 
The British statement admits the 
recapture of the Trones Woods, but 
says It was accomplished at the cost 
of tremendous losses. 


Russ Cross the Stokhod. 
Petrograd, 
July 
11- The 
Russian 
forces advancing in Volhynia toward 
Kovel are crossing the river Stokhod 
at various points, closely pressing the 
Teutonic forces opposing them, says 
the war office statement. 
The passage of the river is being 
accomplished 
under serious 
difficul­ 
ties. 
The official communication says 
that the crossings have In most cases 
been destroyed by the opposing ar­ 
mies. 
Rush Burning Bridge. 
According to later reports regard­ 
ing the crossing of the Stokhod at 
Dgll it declares, chief credit for the 
exploit must go to Colonel Kautseroff, 
commander of the Pavlograd regiment 
and chevalier of the order of St. 
George 
Colonel Kautseroff, rushing 
forward at the head of his advance 
guards led 
them across a burning 
I bridge under violent artillery and rifle 
lire. 
Take 21,400 PPrisoners.

Baltimore, 
Ju ly 
11.-— The German 
merchant matt .submarine 
Deutschland 
was formally entered at the Baltimore 
custom-house without opposition. 
Guy V. Steele, surveyor of the port 
of Baltimore, made an official report 
to Collector Ryan advising that the 
Deutschland was an 
unarmed 
mer­ 
chant vessel, entitled to all the priv­ 
ileges of any other peaceful ship sail­ 
ing under the 
tiag of a friendly ua- 
tiou. 
Big Question» Involved. 
Washington, Ju ly 11.—The fact that 
boarding officers found 
the 
German 
merchant 
submarine 
Deutschland 
wholly unarmed goes far toward sim­ 
plifying any question us to her status 
as u merchant ship in American wa­ 
ters. 
Officials realize, however, that the 
British and French enhassles, while 
interested little In what the Deutsch­ 
land lias brought over, are concerned 
over the cargo of rubber and nickel 
site purposes to carry back to Ger­ 
many, and expect that nothing will be 
left undone by Germany’s enemies to 
prevent or hinder iter clearance. 
Although the fact that the submer­ 
sible is unarmed Is of 
first 
Import­ 
ance, such factors as the composition 
of the crew and actual ownership will 
have to be established to determine 
whether the submarine could be class­ 
ed as a naval auxllliary. 
No Guns on Board. 
Collector Ryan at Baltimore report­ 
ed Informally that 
the 
Deutschland 
did not carry guns, xvas manned by a 
merchant crew, carried a cargo and 
was not a warship. A written report 
expected later. 
Officials said they had no reason 
to believe a special examination of the 
Deutschland would 
be 
opposed and 
that as the submarine is a new' ship 
lr. merchant trade the 1 nited States 
must be wholly satisfied that she is 
what she professes to be and not a 
warship, if objections are raised that 
the Deutschland is a secret type and 
nothing but a superficial examination 
can be allowed, the state department 
is expected 
to 
insist oil a thorough 
examination, as lias been done in the 
case of steamship». 
Does tt Weaken Blockades' 
Naval officers, while attracted by 
the great size of the submarine anti 
her long voyage, are interested most 
in the fact that she successfully ran 
the allied blockade. 
Some of them 
pointed out that if a successful means 
of running a blockade had been per­ 
fected one of the most potent meas­ 


u re s of warfare had become a thing 
of the past. 
T’ntil the customs officials report Is 
received Acting Secretary Polk said 
that no action was contemplated by 
the state department. 
“ We must await the Investigation of 
the
